PROGRAM NOTES 


























Chorale and Alleluia was completed in January, 1954 and is Howare 
Hanson's first work for symphonic winds. The music is impress1¥© 
straightforward and the effect is one of religious exaltation, 
solemnity and dignity. Howard Hanson was awarded the Pulitzer 
Prize in 1944 for his 4th Symphony. For more than 30 years Dr- 
Hanson was the Director of the Eastman School of Music of the 
University of Rochester. 











The Serenade for 13 Wind Instruments (op. Z) was composed by 
Richard Strauss in 188] and was the composer's earliest work for 
this medium. In 1884 he completed his Suite for 13 Wind Instru- 
ments, but it was not until nearly 60 years had past that he again 
wrote for winds--this time for 16 wind instruments. One of his 
Jast works before his death was his fourth work for winds--his 
Sonatina No. 2 in Eb Major for 16 wind instruments completed in 


1945. 


Dmitri Shostakovich's Ninth Symphony is eminently suited for per- 
formance by the Symphonic Wind Ensemble. In the transcription by 
William Schaefer, the composer's orchestration is meticulously ad- 
hered to where ever possible. The solo violin passages are per- 
formed by the Eb clarinet. Although the symphony is a five 
movement work, today's performance will include only the first, 
fourth, and fifth movements. The symphony was completed in 1945. 


The Concerto for Oboe by Marcello is a standard part of the oboists' 
repertoire and until now playable only with the accompaniment of 
strings and harpsichord, for which the work was originally com- 
posed. . 


Wagner's opera, Parsifal, was completed in 1882 just one year be- 
fore his death and was produced in Bayreuth on July 18, 1882. The 
deep spirituality and profound solemnity of Wagner's final master- 
piece is epitimized in the Good Friday Spell music heard today. 


La Fiesta Mexicana attempts to portray musically a typical Mexican 
Fiesta which is an integral part of the Mexican social structure. 
The Fiesta is a study in contrasts. It is both serious and comi- 
cal, festive and solemn, devout and pagan, boisterous and tender. 
Church bells announce the opening of the Fiesta at midnight as 
people begin to descend upon the huge court surrounding the old 
cathedral. A midday parade, Aztec dancers in brillian costumes, 
the itinerant circus, the market, the bull fight, the town band-- 
all are depicted.
